Bullet Through Head Ends 

Flight — Two Traffic

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Charies 
San Fflippo, 32-year-old, demented, 
unemployed taxi driver, fired two, 
shotguns at the annual memorial 
service of the Police Department’s 
honor legion in Central Park yes- 
terday, wounding three policemen 
and three civilians -before he was 


killed by police bullets. 
Lieut. James P. McDonnell, who 


has received 14 citations for bravery 


since he joined the Police Depart- 
ment in 1922, was seriously wounded 
by San Filippo’s shots. He re- 
ceived a burst of shotgun pellets 
full in the face and neck. Other 
policemen wounded were Patrol- 
man Francis J. Lynch, whose neck 
was riddled by pellets, and Patrol- 
man Ernest Pizzarelli, who was 
shot in the right index finger. 

The civilians injured in the shoot- 
ing were John Benny, 26 years old, 
who was struck in the right shoul- 
der: Louis Papernick, 52, wounded 
in the abdomen, and George Tighe- 
laar, 38, who was wounded in the 
chest, arms and abdomen, 

Operation and Transfusions, 

All the wounded are expected to 
recover, An operation Was per- 
formed to remove a pellet from 
Papernick’s abdomen and he re- 
ceived two blood transfusions. His 
condition was reported fair last 
night. 

San Filippo died a few moments 
after he opened fire at 3:35 p. m. 
Four or five bullets from police 
revolvers passed through his body 
before the final shot from the re- 
volver of Patrolman Raymond Mo- 
Vey struck him in the left temple. 

A police investigation begun im- 
mediately left no doubt that San 
Filippo committed his mad actions 
in a frenzy of hatred’ against mem- 
bers of the Police Department. He 
wore home-made armor plate and 
carried the repeating shotguns un- 
der each arm. In his pockets police 
found more than 40 shotgun shells, 
two summonses for traffic viola- 
tions and a long, rambling note ad- 
dressed to policemen in general, 
which bristled with epithets. 

Father Died Saturday. 

Police learned that the man’s 
father, Natale San Filippo, a re 
tired baker, died just before mid- 
night on Saturday of a cerebral 
hemorrhage and that the son in- 
sisted upon watching the undertak- 
er go through the embalming pro- 
cess. After staying up almost the 
entire night, San Filippo left his 
home in the Bronx in an old auto- 
mobile at about 2 p. m. yesterday 
and Grove to Central Park. There 
he parked in a driveway, put over 
his chest and back two heavy 
steel plates about the size of auto- 
mobile license plates, which he had 
bound together with telephone wire, 
and stalked into the bushes with 
the two shotguns. 

Crossing several lawns where 
groups of people stretched on the 
grass stared in amazement at him 
and his weapons, San Filippo ar- 
rived at a tree-covered portion of 
Central Park behind the music shell 
and bandstand. As soon as San 
Filippo saw the blue uniforms of 
several patrolmen he jumped behind 
a tree and began blazing away. 

Services About to End. 

At that moment the memorial 
services of the Police Honor Legion 
were about to conclude. A hush 
had fallen over an audience of 
about 2000 persons seated on 
benches in front of the music shell 
while the names of Legion members 
Killed in line of duty since the last 

memorial service were being read, 
and the silence continued as the 
Police Department band struck up 
the first notes of “Eventide.” 

Suddenly the audfence heard a 
report. A few seconds later a loud- 
er report rang out, followed by a 
piercing Scream and sounds of a 
scuffle: The audience stirred in 
dismay, and a woman leaped up 
and yelled: “My God; another po- 
liceman has shot himself —why 
doesn’t somebody do something?” 

Bullets Overhead.

$600,000 OF OPIUM — /ENGLISHMAN KILLED 


SEIZED AT NEW YORK 


Largest Shipment Confiscated 
in 10 Yéars—Owner of 
Launch Arrested. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The larg- 
est single shipment of illicit opium 
in more than 10 years was found 
today suspended on a line in 40- 
feet of water off a Brooklyn pier. 

Elmer L. Irey, Treasury Depart- 
ment enforcement co-ordinator, 
said in Washington that 1330 six- 
ounce tins were seized. Treasury 
officials said it was worth about 
$600,000. 

A customs patrol boat returning 
from duty along the Narrows early 
today, noticed a 40-foot launch mov- 
ing into the pier. When Will R. 


Walker, in command, started to in- 
‘vestigate, a man jumped from the 


launch and climbed the bulkhead of | 


the pier. Tied to the launch was a 
Une, on the end of which, in oil- 
soaked burlap, were the tins of 
opium, 

The opium was carefully pro- 
tected, not only by the covering, 
but by large waterproof cans, inside 
of which were the smaller tins 

Irey said the launch belonged to 
Frank R. McCann of Brooklyn and 
that McCann was taken into cus- 
tody for questioning. Officiais said 
the boat had been under observa- 
tion for several days. 

The Treasury said the seizure 
was the “largest made any place in 
the world within 10 years.” 

Detectives, analyzing the burlap 
around the cans, said it was soaked 
with fuel oil, indicating the contra- 
band had been shipped to New 
York from the Far East in the oil 
bunkers of some motorship. 

John J. O’Connor, Deputy Sur- 
veyor in charge of the Enforcement 
Division, said, however, that no 
ships from the Orient had put into 
this port within the last few days. 

John Roberts, supervisor of 
Treasury agents in New York City, 
said he had information that a 
British freighter that arrived in 
Boston from the Far East carried 
a large supply of unréfinéd opium. 
He declined to name thé freighter. 

He said agents watched the ves- 
sel in Boston and were on it when 
it went to Philadelphia and New 
Orleans. They were aboard, too, he 
said, when it came to New York 
Aug. 6 The ship sailed Aug. 12 
for the Far East and stopped out- 
bound at Gravesend Bay to take on

that decreasing per capita demand 


for some basic crops, coupled with! 


significant technical changes, prob- 
ably will lead to a veritable reyolu- 
tion in American agriculture. 


Constantly decreasing per capita} 
demand for such.crops as corn, 


wheat, cotton and sugar, Dr. Schultz 
said, would have an important bear- 
ing on the agricultural policies” be- 
hind the A A A program. 

“As long as the demand. curves 
for these crops continue to shift 
downward,” Dr. Schultz concluded, 
“crop restriction programs will give 
only temporary relief, for it is only 
a matter of a few years before the 
downward shift of the demand 
curve will counteract the gain ob- 
tained from the creation of an ar- 
tificial: scarcity. If this downward 
shift is not retarded, we shall in 
the future need. relatively fewer 
farmers and probably fewer farms. 
Agriculture will have to ad just it- 
self to these conditions or seek out- 
lets in foreign countries.” 

Four Objectives. 

Four objectives were set by Dr. 
Schultz in his statistical study: 
First, to determine the concrete sta- 
tistical demand curves of 16 agri- 
cultural commodities? second, to 
compare the elasticities and the 
shifts of these curves through time; 
third, to develop a theory of de- 
mand for competing and complet- 
ing goods, and fourth, to develop 
methods for testing the rationality 
of consumer behavior. 

In determining the elasticity of 
demand for a commodity, econo- 
mists consider the ratio of the rela- 
tive change in consumption to the 
relative change in price, other fac- 
tors being equal. For example, if 
a decrease of per cent ih price 
brings about an increase of more 
than 1 per cent in consumption, 
the demand is said to be elastic. 
If a decrease of 1 per cent in 
price increases consumption by less 
than 1 per cent, the demand is said 
to be inelastic.

COMMUNISTS IN C 1.0 


Witness Asserts They Di- 
pected Recent Maytag 
Strke — Former Union 


Leaders Letter. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—John 


p. Frey, American Federation of 
Labor leader, suggested today to a 
House committee investigating so- 
called un-American activities that 
it direct some of its attention to 
the Federal Government depart- 


ments. 

Frey made his suggestion when 
Representative Mason (Rep)., Tili- 
nois, a member of the committee, 
commented on a meeting in Wash- 
ington tonight as being sponsored 
by Government officiais “most of 
whom have admitted they are mem- 


dern of the League for Peace and 
Democracy.” ‘This league, Mason 
told reporters later, is active now 
in collecting funds for the loyal- 
ist cause in Spain. 

Mason did not name any of the 
sponsoring officials but when Frey 

investigation of Govern- 
ment departments, the Illinois mem- 
ber replied: 

“That has already been done and 
some of these department officials 
have admitted they are members 
of the league.” 

Harry F. Ward, Frey said, is 
president both of the league and of 
the Civil Liberties Unior. 


U M W A Report. 

Questioned concerning a 14-year- 
old report of Communistic activities 
in this country, prépared by the 
United Mine Workers and pub- 
lished as a Senate document, Frey 
repeated his belief that John L. 
Lewis, head of the U M W and C I 
O chairman, is not a Communist. 

Frey called attention, however, 
to what he called a “significant” 
fact that the first men Lewis se- 
lected as his aids in the C I O in- 
cluded some who had been ex- 
pelled from the miners’ union for 
the Federation. In this category, 
Frey named John Brophy, director 
of the C I O, then asserted: 

J don't think John Brophy is a 
Communist. If he is, he keeps it 
very secret.” 

Frey read parts of a statement 
by Lewis, made in 1926, protesting 
against the rise of Communism. 

When he finished Mason 
marked: 

“And this is the very man who, 
after protesting against the dan- 
gers of Communism, has invited its 
leaders as his helpers in organizing 
his industrial unions.” 

Earlier, Frey testified that a for- 
mer Communist party organizer 
had been in charge of the nt 
Maytag strike at Newton, Ia. 

The strike, conducted by a CIO 
electrical union, precipitated a con- 
troversy between Gov. Nelson G. 
Kraschel and the National Labor 
Relations Board. 

Frey told the committee that the 
strike originally had been directed 
by William Sentner of St. Louis, 
whom he described as a formier dis- 
trict organizer for the Communist 
party. 

Sentner subsequently was re- 
Placed by “another Communist,” 
James Lustig, Frey said. 

Ex-C I O Man's Letter. 

Submitting documentary evidence 
to support charges he made last 
week that Communism pervades the 
CIO, Frey read into the record a 
letter from Anthony C. Uccello, 
who resigned as president of a C I 
O local union at New Britain, Conn., 
asserting the C I O “has on its 
Payroll Soviet agents hired to be- 
tray American laboring men and 
women,”

Missouri’s Vicious Voting System and 
What to Do About It. 


HE editorial and correspondence criti- 
cising our lack of voting secrecy are 
justifiable and appropriate. The possibil- 


trary to the fundamental principles of our 
system of government; and it opens the 
door to unspeakable corruption of our 
and to monstrous coercion of 
the voters, The flimsy excuse of check- 
ing testimony that might be given in the 
event of a contest does not justify it. 

There is fault in both the law and the 
manner in which it is followed. To num- 
ber the ballots consecutively and to re- 
cord the number given to each voter is 
the best method of . Bection 3 
of Article VIII of the Missouri Constitu- 
tion provides for it. Other states do that 
without the vicious system of making it 
possible to ascertain. how anyone has 
voted, California has an excellent sys- 
tein. A perforated stub carrying a printed 

number is attached to each ballot. 
Record is made of the (printed) number 
of the ballot issued to each voter. But 
when the voter has marked his ballot, 
the election officer tears off the perforat- 
ed number stub and deposits the un- 
numbered ballot in the box. The tally. 
of voters and ballots is completed, but 
the ballots cannot be identified. 

We have in Missouri a law that is 
closely similar. Section 10,300 of the 1929 
Revised Statutes provides for ballots with 
perforated number stubs. But the vice 
of our statute is that it provides that 
the stub number shall also be printed 
upon the ballot itself; that the voter's 

tion number shall de written by 
the election judges upon the stub, and 
that the stubs as well as the ballots shall 
be preserved and returned to the Election 
Commissioners. 

If Section 10,300 were amended to omit 
printing of the number upon the ballot 
itself and to have the number only upon 
the stub, the check and tally of the vot- 
ers and ballots would not be impaired; 
but no political boss, employer or other 
person could possibly identify a ballot. 
Such an amendment would not violate 
the constitutional provision. 

Despite the machine complexion of so 
many of our recent legislators, let us hope 
that the adoption of such an amendment 
can be accomplished. By thus depriving 
political machines of the secret privilege 
and consequent advantage of checking 
the obedience to their voting orders, the 
people would take a long step toward 
their rightful independence.

Sometimes the public is apprised in 
distressing fashion—as has happened in St. Louis 
during the past decade—of insurance companies 
looted by speculators who gain control of them, 
with the people’s policies lost or impaired. 
For the most part, the companies go quietly along 
without scrutiny exemplifying perhaps the old 
adage: “No news is good news.” They enjoy the 
confidence of the public beyond nearly any other 
quasi-public institution. To throw the light of pub- 
licity upon the companies would document and re- 
inforce that confidence, if the facts supported it, 
as no doubt they will. Since error creeps into all 
human endeavor, an investigation might result in 
great improvements, not only in the management of 
the people’s money, but in extending new and greater 
benefits to policyholders and in informing them of 
how best they can spend the sums which they set 
aside for insurancé—and the last-named is a sub- 
ject on which much lack of general knowledge 
exists. 
In any case, in a democracy there should be no 
secrets. The people are entitled to know all about 
the insurance companies. They support them. In 
this spirit, the investigation should be welcomed.

WANTED: MORE BONUS BOYS AND GIRLS. 

At last we are getting somewhere with regard 
to the $1,025,700 balance left over from the bond issue 
the State voted several years ago for pensions to 
World War veterans.

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A BLUNDER BY ORGANIZED MEDICINE. 

Instead of giving the co-operation for which As- 
sistant Attorney-General Thurman Arnold had 
hoped in launching the anti-trust action two weeks 
ago against “organized medicine,” three members of 
the District of Columbia Medical Society have re- 
taliated by filing a suit to bar the Group Hospital 
Association from the prattice of medicine. 

A statement issued by the three plaintiffs reiter - 
ates the high character of medical ethics and the’ 
profession’s devotion to public service. Of these the 
public is generally and appreciatively aware, The 
point at which conservative doctors fall into popular 
and governmental disfavor, however, is in their bit- 
ter opposition to the promising experiments for 
making medical care available to low-paid workers 
at a price they are able to pay, inthis instance by 
an insurance plan which has no adverse effect on 
standards of practice. This suit to put the Wash- 
ington co-operative out of business is an example 
of the tactics which have aroused suspicion of or- 
ganized medicine. The action can be put down only 
asa blunder by the conservative group which will 
tend to confirm those suspicions. :

MEET AT NEW YORK 


300 Delegates to World Con- 
ference Welcomed by 
Mayor LaGuardia.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Three! 
hundred delegates to the second 
World Youth Congress received 
their official welcome to New York 
today from Mayor F. H. La- 
Guardia. 

Among them were representa- 
tives of 55 nations, here to meet 
with 200 United States delegates 
for a week of discussions on inter- 
national problems at Vassar Col- 
lege, Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 

Officially, the congress will not 
open until tonight when 22,000 per- 
sons are expected to gather in the 
municipal stadium at Randall's 
Island to witness a program of folk 
dances and a “Parade of the Na- 
tions.” 

Early arrivals, however, began 
their joint activities yesterday. 
After church services attended by 
practically all the delegates, ac- 
cording to their respective creeds, 
200 of the young people attended 
a baseball game at Yankee Stadium 
between New York and Phila- 
delphia. 

In ceremonies on the diamond, 
Gabriel Carritt, chairman of the 
English delegation, presented the 
American group with the cricket 
bat of Capt. Walter Hammond of 
the All-England team. In return, 
Carritt was presented with a base- 
ball bat autographed by the mem- 
bers of the New York Yankee team. 

Another group of delegates at-

Congress has authorized that a 
portion of United States customs 
receipts may be used for subsidies. 

Under a subsidy system, export- 
ers would be permitted to sell wheat 
in foreign markets at prices low 
enough to. meet competition from 
other countries. The Government 
would pay the exporters the dif- 
ference between these prices and 
the higher domestic price. 

It was said that Secretary Wal- 
lace favored subsidies only on suf- 
ficient wheat to obtain what he de- 
clares to be this country’s share of 
world markets. 

Secretary Hull has opposed ex- 
port subsidies on the ground that 
they would lead to retalatory 
measures by other countries and 
thus increase world trade barriers.
